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Mr. Wells Says Range Men are Optimistic 


During the last sixty days | 
have traveled extensively the 
Northwest Range Country and 
have talked to Range men from 
all parts. They are more opto- 
mistic than they have been for 
years. Many of them are plan- 
ning on increasing their herds 
with very few offering to sell 
females. High cost of labor on 
one hand, with comparative low price for 
beef on the other are facts which cause them 
to study the situation carefully. Their minds 
are open for ways and means of securing a 
better and surer profit. Every item printed 
pertaining to their business interests them. 
Methods of handling and feeding, the var- 
ious feeds, the age at which to market and 
the class of cattle to handle are all subjects 
to which they lend an attentive ear. No 
more opportune time could be had for a gen- 
eral publicity campaign and I believe that if 
each breeder for himself will seriously think 
this matter over he will arrive at the same 
conclusion. The great benefit of an Aber- 
deen-Angus advertising campaign in the 
Range Cattle Country would not be local in 
its effect upon business, but would be a val- 
uable asset to every breeder, irrespective of 
his location. 

The mission of the Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle is primarily to furnish beef for human 
consumption. Whether we are breeders of 
grade Aberdeen-Angus, Aberdeen-Angus 
Range bulls or high class Aberdeen-Angus 
foundaticn stock our money eventually 
comes from over the butcher’s block. A very 
small part of meat consumed is from regis- 
tered animals. The great bulk of all cattle 
raised and slaughtered are grades and will 
continue to be so for years. It therefore fol- 
lows that the pay check coming to the 
breeders as a whole comes by way of the 
farmers or Range buli route or in other 
words comes from buils to be used on grade 
cows. This is the course from which the 
breeders secure outside money. Were the 
breeders confined to trading among them- 
selves, their expenses would in a very short 
time, consume their capital. The economic 
system is very plain; the breeder of beef or 
grade cattle, buys registered bulls to use on 
his grade cows. These purchases of bulls 
are made at popular prices almost entirely 
upon the merits of the individuals purchas- 
ed, without regard to pedigree. The breed- 
er of these popular priced bulls, in order that 
he may produce the best of individuals, in 
turn buys breeding stock from some one 
with better stock than he has and buys what 
is generally called a herd header. If no bull 
was purchased for use on grade cows the 
entire business would fail. When Range 
bulls move freely the entire breeding fra- 
ternity prosper and when they move slowly 
the breeders hit the rocks. If I am raising 
Range bulls and find them a drug on the 
market, I will not and cannot buy from you 
a high priced herd bull, nor will new men 
establish herds from which to raise this class 
of bulls: on the other hand should Range 
bulls sell readily and at fair prices I in turn 
will improve my herd and there will be 
many new herds established. The prosperity 
of the breeders as a whole depends upon the 
Range or Farmer trade. This being true, 
nothing should be left undone that will in 
any way tend to create a steady, reliable and 
increasing demand for Range bulls. This is 
more important than the establishment of 
new herds, as they will come as demand for 
the bulls increase. 

How is this to be accomplished? Adver-

tise! We have the accumulation of twenty 
years of advertising ammunition unopened. 
More than all other breeds combined. We 
are not using it although the necessity is 
vital. We see the Whiteface predominate 
on the Range and the milking Shorthorn 
spring to a place of importance in a very 
short time, while we “sulk in our tent” as 
far as advertising is concerned. 

Not only do we have the records from all 
the leading shows but we have the evidence 
of nearly all who have had experience with 
them. I, myself, can testify that my Aber- 
deen-Angus range a mile further up the 
mountain than any other cattle, that they 
will graze over land that is so stony as to 
be shunned by cattle of other breeds and 
that on the same range they are always the 
fattest. Yesterday I was talking to Mr. 
Frye of Frye & Company (the largest pack- 
ing plant on the Pacific Coast) and he in- 
formed me that he “pays from twenty-five 
to fifty cents per hundred more for cattle 
without horns than for those with horns.” 
If you breed the horns on you must sustain 
that loss as the shrinkage in dehorning 
equals that amount if not more. Many oth- 
er superior qualities could be mentioned. All 
these things should be brought to the breed- 
ers’ attention. There are several ways to 
do this. Every animal exhibited at stock 
shows makes friends for the entire breed. 
Every article in farm papers is read by 
many. Every advertisement of the Associa- 
tion interests the stockman. All these meth- 
ods are good and should be utilized but in 
my opinion none are so effective as a live, 
wide-awake fieldman together with a good 
strong showing at the various fairs. Farm 
journals, and managers of fairs and shows 
are more than willing to meet the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders half way. Many Aberdeen- 
Angus news items of great value would be 
published absolutely free of charge by stock 
journals if they were furnished with such 
items. For instance the fact that the Philli- 
pine Islands have, during the last year, made 
several purchases of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
from the herd of Congdon & Battles and 
other breeders of the Northwest should have 
been published in every farm paper west of 
the Missouri River. Many Aberdeen-Angus 
steers, Range bred and raised, top the mar- 
ke‘s. These tiems are of interest to Range 
cattlemen and if published would tend to 
place the Aberdeen-Angus in their correct 
position in the minds of the farmers. 


I have never talked to an Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder west of the Missouri River who was 
not in favor of a more aggressive publicity 
campaign and they are unanimous in their 
opinion that every Aberdeen-Angus exhibit- 
ed at shows and fairs was a friend factory 
for the Aberdeen-Angus. Visit any show 
and vou will notice the Aberdeen-Angus at- 
tracting more attention than any other 
breed. They are uniform in color, polled and 
have the correct beef conformation, with a 
show and price record which no other breed 
carn equal. Is it any wonder that they at- 
tract so much attention when exhibited? 
The universal comment on them is favor- 
able and the patrons cf the shows spread 


to the far-corners public; 

the Aberdeen-Angus. ny fa 
and fair officials are universal. 
ly fair in their treatment of the 
Aberdeen-Angus. In fact in my 
experience I have never had an 

cause for complaint. Let a 
quote you a part of a letter | 
received from B. F. Moore, who 
_ is Secretary of the Montana 
State Fair: “I am mighty glad to have your 
letter of May 17th. Your suggestion regard- 
ing the Aberdeen-Angus cattle premiums is 
alright and altho we are short of money for 
the next two years we are determined to im- 
prove the standard of our education show— 
in consequence of this we will make a: re- 
classification of money prizes in the Aber- 
deen-Angus division and trust that you will 
help us attract the best beef cattle show we 
have ever held on the fair grounds. 

This year the Aberdeen-Angus Nationai 
Association are adding $100.00 to our prem- 
iums. This money will be given in first and 
second prizes in practically all of the Aber- 
deen-Angus lots. This $100.00 addition and 
our re-classification will put the Aberdeen- 
Angus division on practically an equal foot- 
ing with the Herefords. I am mighty glad 
that we can figure to do this this year.” 

You will notice how quick they are to ‘co- 
operate with us when we co-operate with 
them. We are put on a par with other 
breeds and the fact of the breed’s co-opera- 
tion, even though smali has created a feel- 
ing that is of great value to the Aberdeen- 
Angus. 

That sure is fine, let the good work go 
on. We have as good Aberdeen-Angus in 
the Northwest as can be found any place 
in the world. We have creditable cattle to 
show. Last year at the Chicago Internation- 
al several of the championship ribbons came 
to Congdon & Battles, of Yakima, Washing- 
ton. Recently I have had the pleasure of 
seeing this entire herd of breeding stock and 
I found them all show cattle. We have 
many good herds and we welcome Eastern 
breeders to our shows. 

Notwithstanding all of this, I must make 
a statement of a fact which to me is very 
painful and that is that in about one-half 
of the larger shows and practically all of 
the smaller shows and fairs there are no 
classes for Aberdeen-Angus. Why? Not 
because they want to discriminate against 
the Aberdeen-Angus but because we breed- 
ers, both collectively and individually, have 
discriminated against them. We asa whole 
have not assisted them by way of premiums 
and as individuals we have not exhibited our 


‘cattle. 


Let me quote to vou from a letter I re- 
ceived from J. A. Shoemaker, who is man- 
ager of the Midland Empire Fair at Bil- 
lings, Montana: 

“IT know you are going to be more or less 
concerned about the action taken by our 
Board as to the dropning of the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle from our premium book this 
year but there are always two sides to every 
auestion. Here is our side, in December, 
1922. I wrote Mr. Charles Gray, Secretary of 
the American Association at Chicago asking 
for the co-operation of the Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. On February 19th he advised me 
that the Board had given the matter full con- 
sideration and had decided that they did nov 
heve funds for an appropriation this year. 
In answer to that I wrote a letter on Feb- 
ruary 28d telling him something of our hed 
geographically and gave him our attend- 
ance. In one paragraph I said, ‘We are no

have some co-operation from the American 
iation. 

oe I am more anxious to be able 
to keep adding to our premium list rather 
than to drop any breed of live stock; if you 
can assure me by return mail that another 
breeder will show here with you this year 
I believe that I can persuade our Board to 
change their attitude in so important a mat- 
ter. I have heard of some black cattle 
around Lewistown but could get no response 
from their owner so if you will get busy in 
this matter and help me out it will be a 
mighty good thing for all of us. 

The Shorthorn show will be bigger than 
ever as will also the Hereford and Holstein 
show.” 

Billings is the very center of the Range 
countrv. There are not enough Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders in the United States-to sup- 
plv all the range bulls the territory for two 
hundred miles around Billings would re- 
quire if only Aberdeen-Angus bulls were us- 
ed. The Midland Empire Fair is a big 
show. equal to the state fair and one of the 
Big shows of the Northwest. They wanted 
ribbons to show their patrons that we, as a 
breed association, indorsed them. They did 
not get them, neither did they get a reply 
to the letter asking for them. 

You and I must not sav this is not our 
fault. We are the Association. The Associa- 
tion is we. and therefore “we” did not send 
the ribbons—“we” did not indorse them, nor 
did “we” use ordinary business decency and 
answer their letter. 

As breeders of cattle we have surpassed 
them all. have come nearer perfecting the 
ideal beef animal, yet as business men, as 
promoters, we must admit that we have not 
achieved that success that we should, consid- 
ering the merits of our wares. 

We ali realize our failure in this respect 
and we must as individuals as breeders, give 
this our serious consideration. We must ad- 
vertise. we must exhibit, we must co-operate 
and indorse as evidenced by ribbons. We 
must do evervthing, and leave undone noth- 
ing that will tend to create a market for the 
bull to be used on grade cows. When this 
is dene the Aberdeen-Angus will be placed 
numericallv in that position to which these 
merits entitle them.

Gray Medal Appreciated. 
Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal:: 


Ina gioup of 116, Mr. Walter Cropley of 
Sioux City, won the Charles Gray medal for 
being the best freshman beef cattle judge 
with a score of 87.8. Mr. E. P. Wilson of 
Macksburg, Iowa, was second; Roland Fer- 
guson of Laurens, Iowa, was third; C. H. 
Clark, of Clarion, Iowa, was fourth and Miss 
Winifred Brown of Hinsdale, Illinois, was 
fifth. Mr. Cropley won this contest largely 
because of his consistent good work. Out of 
eight classes judged, he placed three of them 
correctly and switched only one pair in each 
of the other five for a score of 382 out of a 
possible 400 for an average of 47.8 for each 
class. He also made a score of 120 out of a 


possible 150 for an average of 40. on each 
of three classes on which he gave reasons. 
From the standpoint of numbers in the 
contest and work done, we consider this to 
have been one of the best held in recent 
years.

The Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal was born of a desire to serve what was believed to be one of 
the most important branches of American industry. A mammoth 
institution woefully in need of a publicity agency. Here was a 
breed of cattle forcing itself upon the attention of the cattlemen 
of the world through what might be termed its own initiative; 2 
breed whose sponsors were compelled to rely wholly upon tho 
charity of the agricultural press for its publicity which was gained 
and earned in the show rings of the country. All other important 
breeds were flourishing with the assistance of their own individu- 
al breed organs while the Bonny Blacks wended their way in and 
out, probably more out than in, through the various avenues that 
opened disparagingly to receive them. No farm publication dared 
adopt this child of superior merit and show it more attention than 
could be given any other breed for such a policy would prove eco- 
nomically unsafe. After many years of close connection with the 


' breed through its public sales the decision came to defend exclusive- 


ly through a breed organ this wonderful breed of beef cattle. That 
has been the mission of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal these four 
years during which time the Journal has enjoyed beyond expecta 
tion the hearty and unalloyed co-operation of a vast majority of 
the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle throughout North America. 
It is to this support and confidence of the breeders and feeders who 
have so generously adopted the Journal as their very own that we 
owe our existence. The ambition of the management has been to 
serve Aberdeen-Angus breeders and with that object in view very 
little attention has been paid to commercial advertising of any 
sort, the preference having been to think and talk Aberdeen-Angus 
and nothing else.

perior quality of this breed will bring it to the fore. [py support 
of this conclusion permit reference to the ever increasing number 
of foundation herds being established, then too, attention might 
well be directed to the vast allotment of bulls which have gone out 
to do service in grade herds during the last twelve months, possibly 
twice as many as in any similar period in the history of the breed 
in America. The percentage of men who have been using pure 
bred bulls on grade cattle now turning to pure breds is Many 
times what it has been in the past. Every herd established only 
opens a wider field to the breed; only assures that field a greater 
profit from its cattle, in addition to assuring a better and a more 
stable business for the man who is using his skill and science foy 
the improvement of the breed. 


The Journal is determined to broaden its field and thereby jin- 
crease its ability to serve the breed. The support of every admirer 
of the breed is urgently called to assist in making this the best 
year in the history of the breed. If you have an idea tell the Edi- 
tor about it—this is your paper and it is up to you to make it go. 
May there be just enough storm clouds upon the horizon to make 
the victories sweeter is the prayer of the management.

GET THE STORY FROM THIS 
BRIEF MARKET COMPARISON. 


In commenting upon the day’s marketing the Drovers Journal, 
Chicago, in its July 13th issue had this to say: 

“Today’s best steers were from South Dakota and sold for 
eastern shipment at $11.15. The load averaged 1368 lbs. Not many 
steers were worth more than $10.25, although a few sold upward 
to $10.85. Some thin fleshed matured steers of medium grade, 
averaging 1000 to 1100 lbs., had to go at $7.50 to $8.00, with some 
1200 to 1250 lb. cattle of pretty good condition at $8.50. Common 
and inferior light weight cattle sold downward from $7.00, with 
some Texas steers around $6.00 to $6.50.” 

The Journal is using this comparison for it is impartial, there 
being no reference made to any particular breed of cattle, merely 
quality, and after all what is there to the beef making busines: 
outside this one word “quality?” It matters little how big or how 
heavy the steers may be when they reach the market places of the 
world, unless quality accompanies the individuals the price fails 
to materialize. Compare, if you please, dear reader the figures 
given above. Is it not quite easy to calculate that the man who 
devotes his time to growing inferior cattle is wasting that time 
and energy. True it is that many men engaged in the cattle busi- 
ness for various reasons are so situated as to make it next to im- 
possible for them to take advantage of the privileges and blessings 
to be derived from the use of pure bred sires, to say nothing of be- 
ing unable to go into the pure bred breeding business. This 
very condition should bring about a greater determination upor 
the part of those so situated to carefully weigh the facts and ad- 
vantages to be gained through growing pure bred cattle. 

After the decision is made to enter the more profitable fieid 
of the pure breds then it is that the various beef breeds should vie 
with each other as to which breed is the best. The Journal is anx- 
ious to submit its evidence in behalf of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to 
the men who are sitting now to judge for themselves “which is 
the better.” 

The particular breed of improved cattle does not enter into the 
discussion as presented in the clipping from the Drovers Journal. 
The comparison is there in black and white and the lesson should be 
taken home for consideration and careful investigation. Let us 
make our cattle better by using more and better pure bred sires.

“There has been more organization work 
done this year than in any previous year, 
and more men have come to realize the va!l- 
ue of having fewer well bred cattle than a 
greater number of ill-bred stuff.” Quite 
in keeping with the policy the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal has fostered in this country. 
Cattle in Australia are netting their owners 
just about twenty-five per cent of what 
they are bringing in our markets. A ba‘ 
drought and ill prospects for winter feed- 
ing has caused these staunch cattlemen to 
nerve up and get together for a big boost.

Brisbane, Australia, June 21, 1923. 
Editor The Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 
I thank you for your letter of oven 
sking me to give you some news 0 
ig teow in Australia. 1 am afraid that 
there is very little to tell. The beef business 
in Australia is in the Doldiums, and though 
preeders are keeping up their herds and 
maintaining their enthusiasm, sales are few 
and very far between and the outlook is far 
from encouraging. It is difficult to persuade 
men to buy good bulls when beef is only 18 
shillings per cwt. dressed weight, and that 
has been about the average for some time. 

Not only have markets been bad and our 
oversea trade in beef and beef products low, 
but we have had a very bad season in the 
cattle districts of the Commonwealth. We 
have just been through a very bad drought 
and cattle almost everywhere go into the 
winter in very low condition. On our sta- 
tions (which you call ranches), there is no 
artificial feeding, and there being no snow, 
no provision is made for housing or for the 
storage of feed. Cattle are under natural 
conditions all the time, and so a prolonged 
drought hits our big herds very hard. 

It must not be inferred from this that we 
do not produce very iarge quantities of first 
class beef. We do, and we can produce it 
very cheaply, but when we get a combination 
of low market prices and drought, the indus- 
try is apt to feel very sick. That is the way 
it is feeling at present, but our graziers are 
not taking their troubles lying down. There 
has been more organization work done in this 
year than in any previous year, and more 
men have come to realize the value of hav- 
ing fewer well bred cattle than a greater 
numer of ill-bred stuff.

I am writing you claiming Friday, Oct. 19, 
1923, as the date we will hold our semi-an- 
nual fall sale of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
Hampshire hogs.

Just selling off our surplus 
of Doddies and Hampshires. We sell our 
cattle and hogs just in plain every-day 
clothes, no deception nor high fitting. We 
have always contended that it was best for 
both parties to sell them in good breeding 
condition and of late we are having company 
on that opinion. Our sales, while they have 
not been high for the last two years, have 
stayed above beef prices. We are doing our 
very best to hold our Aberdeen-Angus forces 
together and guard our colors during our 
march through the wilderness, as it were, 
many would go back and are clamoring for 
the flesh pots in Egypt. But I verily believe 
if we will just hold on a little longer we will 
See signs of day, evidences of land, in fact 
we will get a glimpse of the Promised Land, 
a land flowing with milk and honey. I have 


thought if we as Blount county breeders 
could get about 100 or more of our good 
weaned bull calves together this fall and 
attract some good buyers that it would’ en- 
courage greatly our breeders. We have 
many herds of good cattle in our county, rich 
in the blood of the most famous bulls, Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad, Erwin C, Edinburg, Idle- 
mere, Blackcap Bertram and are adding to 
our herds young sires from Earl Marshall, 
Parinthian and other latterday champions.

The pure bred beef cattle business has 
been very quiet in this section since early 
spring, but this is generally the case at this 
time of year.. Some big cattle have been 
sold for August delivery, top price close 
to 10c. Beef or steer calves of anything like 
good beef form are not being shipped for 
veal this year. Good calves are selling 
around $20.00 and some going higher at 
weaning time. 

The country seems pretty well supplied 
with feeders that will weigh around 1100 to 
1200 pounds by October. Good ones of the 
£00 and 900 pound kind are scarce and good 
yearlings very scarce. 

Prospects for lively baby beef contests are 
good. The managers of the Smyth county 
fair tells me that they expect to have about 
sixty out from Smyth and adjoining coun- 
ties. Smyth county has some good Aber- 
deen-Angus calves on feed and nearly all of 
the fifteen or more calves in the club in this 
county—Washington—are Aberdeen-Angus. 
The Smyth county boys are also feeding 
some nice Herefords. 

I have just sold two senior bull calves to 
men who have never owned pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls, have been keeping Short- 
horns heretofore. One goes to Mr. Jno. T. 
McNew, a nearby neighbor, who has been 
keeping a Shorthorn bull for years but buys 
some calves each year and occasionally gets 
an Aberdeen-Angus and likes the way they 
erow out. The other goes to a colored man 
of the county, Mark Fullen, who carries 
some Indian blood. By hard work and good 
management Mark has gotten a good graz- 
ing farm and takes good care of his stock 
and it is a safe bet that the Aberdeen-Angus 
bull will make good in his hands.

The only roughage used was a 
commercial molasses feed, along with a 
bountiful ration of Iowa corn. Last fall they 
cost $7.25 as feeders.”

Making Beef Cattle Pay. 

It is a fact that when times are slow and 
money comes in small amounts and with dif- 
ficulty, it is necessary to take advantage of 
every possible avenue of revenue if farming 
and live stock breeding is to remain a prof- 
itable occupation. Kealizing this many 
farmers are making their beef herds produce 
valuable quantities of milk as well as good 
beef calves. in this way there are two 
sources of revenue open to the farmer where 
enly one has been taken advantage of before. 

In the far western province of Canada 
(British Columbia) in the shadow of the 
Rocky Mountains there is a herd of pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle at a place call- 
ed “Langley Fort.” 1n connection with this 
pure bred herd many grade cattle are kept, 
most of them being the get of the Doddie 
bulls used on the farm. In fact I believe that 
it can be said with truth that they are all 
sired by Doddie bulls. In order to get as 
large a revenue as possible from this herd 
the owners have been milking many of the 
cows and having them officially tested in or- 
der to see just what each cow is doing. The 
results are remarkable and for that reason 
wo:thy of special mention here. Just before 
we deal with the work of this farm we wish 
to say that it is owned by the Deep Creek 
Farm Limited and is under the management 
of Mr. Chas. Hope, Langley Fort, B. C. A 
recent letter from Mr. Hope quoted herein 
will give an idea of the scope of the work. 
He writes as follows: 

“In the June issue of the Recorder there 
appeared a paragraph entitled “Milk Produc- 
tion of the Aberdeen Angus” in which it is 
mentioned that the Lacombe Experimental 
station has a grade Aberdeen-Angus cow 
which made a real good showing under test 
—in 298 days she procuced 233 lbs. of but- 
ter-fat. You may be interested to know 
what has been done in British Columbia in 
milking Aberdeen-Angus. 

“About half our herd are grade Aberdeen- 
Angus, most of these being half Aberdeen- 
Angus and some of them three quarters. The 
following is a list of some of the’cows, with 
their records. These records are from the 
Langley Surrey Cow-Testing Association, so 
that they are looked upon as official: 

Name of Cow’ _ Butter-fat 11 months still milking 


Annie No. 3 415 Ibs. Period of Milk 

Tootsie No. 2 379 Ibs. 12 months 

Meggie 270 Ibs. 10 months 

Langley Lass 278 Ibs. 8 months last period 
116 Ibs. This period 3 months 

Annie No. 4 257 Ibe. 12 months 

Tootsie No. 3 240 Ibs. 12 months 

Polly No. 3 121 Ibs. 3 months first calf 

Newtona 3rd 226 Ibs. 260 days, first calf 


Then we have two registered Aberdeen- 
Angus cows, the records of which follow: 
Deep Creek Lady 200 Ibs. 8 months, still milking 
Deep C. Princess 240 Ibs. 8 months, last period 

100 ibs. in 68 days and average 
40 lbs. milk per day 
this period. 

Excepting, perhaps, the first two, we do 
not, of course consider these high records 
for dairy cows, but for Aberdeen-Angus 
grades they seem to us to be not too bad. 

Annie No. 3 was sired by Elm Park Khe- 
dive, a bull we bought from Mr. Bowman, of 
Ontario. Her dam was grade Holstein and 


Durham and, while a good cow was not as 


good as Annie No. 3. Tootsie No, 
sired by Elm Park Khedive. lee aa = 
a grade Jersey and Durham and While a 
good cow she was not so good as her dau h 
ter. So it looks as if, given a fairly pst 
dam, an Aberdeen-Angus will sometimes jm- 
prove the strain even from a milking point 
of view. Both of these cows show unmis. 
takeably the Aberdeen-Angus strain both 
being entirely black and hornless. 

“Deep Creek Princess the best of the two 
registered ones from the milk point of view 
was also sired by Elm Park Khedive. 

“Polly No. 3, the most promising of the 
cross-berd heifers, was sired by a bull from 
one of the McGregor strains.” 

The fore-going letter has some very excel- 
lent information for lovers of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. It will be noted that the record

made by Annie No. 3 is equivalent of 4 per 
cent test on a production of 10,400 lbs. of 
milk. Of course the average test may have 
run higher than that and likely did, but for 
purposes of argument we are considering 
them tests of 4 per cent. On the other hand 
it is also of importance to note that the low- 
est record given is that of Newtona 3d 
(among the grade cows) and that is with her 
first calf. Her butter fat production at 226 
lbs.. works out at 4 per cent on a production 
of 5,600 Ibs. of milk. Surely not bad for a 
neifer. The best of the two pure bred cows 
has a record made in eight months which 
works out at 4 per cent on a 6,000 lb. pro- 
duction, while the other pure bred cow had a 
record equivalent to e 4 per cent test on a 
5,000 lb. production. During the present 
milking period of “Deep Creek Princess” she 
has produced approximately 2700 lbs. of milk 
and 100 Ibs. of butter-fat or just under 4 
per cent. As the period advances the pe!- 
centage of fat will increase and undoubtedly 
this cow will make an enviable record. 

As this authentic report successfully re- 
futes the report that the Aberdeen-Angus 1s 
a poor milker it is important that the de- 
tails of this story reach every breeder of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the world. It is 
not guess work, but an accurate record made 
under surervision of an official organization. 
Truly the Doddie is moving on.

to give way to the belief that the only meth- 
od of successful farming is through the 
hoof, and acting on this principle, beef cat- 
tle are coming into their own again. A few 
individuals with foresight have built up a 
profitable beef raising business and the 
market is being extended constantly, even 
though the East has been regarded for a 
good many years as closed territory to all 
cattle except dairy stock. 

Eastern farmers are coming to know that 
there is a place in New England for beef 
cattle as well as dairy animals. That both 
can be raised profitably has been demon- 
strated conclusively, and this result has 
brought about keen competition among the 
leading beef breeds for dominance in this 
old, yet new, field. 

It might be said that the East is virgin 
territory for the beef breeds and those com- 
mitted to the various types have not been 
slow to seize upon the opportunity to exploit 
their favorites. Particular attention has 
been paid in the past years to breeding and 
sale possibilities by the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association and through 
the efforts of this organization backed by 
consistent field effort, Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle have found a firm foothold in the regard 
of Eastern live stock men.

Mr. Elberson bought these cattle from a 
neighbor and fed them on high priced corn 
and alfalfa hay and some molasses feed. 

“T am not sure that they have made me 
a profit,” he said. “I vary my feeding ration 
according to what I think is the best way to 
get results. No two years are the same in 
cattle feeding. It looks for awhile after cat- 
tle are put on feed that they will make a 
profit and then they turn around into a loss. 
There have been years when one could not 
help make money on cattle feeding, but there 
are more years when it is a problem what 
and how to feed and there are years that it 
appears that nothing that we can do will 
bring a profit. Too often farmers come to 
market and boast of their profits. Such 


boasts are used against the cattle feeder 
and leave the impression that cattle feeding 
is a bed of roses and a sure path to wealth. 
I know different, and to my sorrow.”

Angus Top the Market. 

Back files of the Drovers’ Telegram of 
Kansas City furnish this bit of Aberdeen- 
Angus history when it tells how A. F. Paw- 
ley shows that old-fashioned feeding meth- 
ods are better, under date of April 17th: 

Another way of handling cattle was dem- 
onstrated today in the sale of 70 head of 
mostly pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle at 
$9.75. It was the old fashioned way, the 
kind that made money for cattle feeders 
when land was cheap, for these. cattle, com- 
ing four-year-olds finished on six months 
full feed of snapped corn with alfalfa hay, 
were grazed on the range in Riley county, 
Kansas, with only a little corn fodder, up to 
the time they were put into the feedlot for 
finish. The mothers of these steers, Kan- 
sas bied and fed, coming from the herd of 
A. F. Pawley, of Milford, established 30 
years ago, are handled in exactly the same 
way that the steers were until the time their 
sons went into the feedlot—that is they were 
grazed on wild grass with a little shock corn 
during the winter months. 

In the lot today was one red Aberdeen- 
Angus, pure bred like his brothers. There 
were four blue-roans descendants of a Short- 
horn cross in some cows that are part of the 
300 head in the Pawley herd of breeding 
cows. The 70 head averaged 1,627 pounds 
and the heavy end 1,742. With the steers 
came two of the herd bulls, six years old, 
one weighing 1,830 lbs. and the other 1,810 
lbs. They sold for $5.50 and were the low 
chunky kind. 

The Pawley Aberdeen-Angus attracted a 
great deal of attention. They were uniform 
in finish and the big kind of cattle that farm- 
ers used to feed out when land was cheaper 
and the turn over in cattle not taken into 
consideration as it is in baby beeves. 

“We grow our own corn and alfalfa hay 
and are out little or nothing for bought feed 
in handling cattle to this age,” Mr. Pawley 
said today. “We do have trouble getting as 
good Aberdeen-Angus bulls as formerly. 
However I found six good ones in Nodaway 
county, Missouri, recently, so I was willing 
to send two of the old timers to market to- 


day.”
